LONDON, March 7 — Marshal 
Gregory K. Zhukov ’s First Ukrain- 
Ian army is swarming across the 
Odesaa-Lwow-Warsaw railway in a 
sharp thrust toward the Rumanian 
frontier after sev ering the last 
westward rail connections for the 
German forces battling in southern 
Russia, Moscow dispatches said to­ 
day. 
The v ital Odessa-Lwow-Warsaw 
trunk line has been breached for a 
distance of 18 miles between Volo­ 
chisk and Narkev lchl, a Russian 
communique declared, and it is 
through this gap Red army col­ 
umns are reported racing toward 
Rumania, threatening entrapment 
of great masses of German troops 
already partially isolated to the 
south. 
Within 60 Miles Of Border 
Sov iet spearheads are reported 
within 60 miles of the Rumanian 
border. 
Flanges of the Russian driv e are 
reaching out for the rail junction 
of Tarnopol, 30 miles west of Volo­ 
chisk, and 11 miles southwest of 
Zararzb, another of the 200 towns 
and hamlets taken yesterday. 
The important rail and industrial 
city of Lwow lies 70 miles west 
of Tarnopol and is the hub of six 
other rail lines.

The Germans opened up with 
heav y motar and machine gun fire 
at Cassino, then sent patrols out, 
but no gains were made. Rain and 
mud bogged down both armies. 
Allied artillery again took a 
heav y toll of the Nazis attacking 
the beach-head and played a major 
role in blunting the thrusts. A 
minor Nazi thrust southwest of 
Carroceto on the other side of the 
beach-head failed.

against Indian troops of the Eighth 
army near Orsogna were beaten 
back. Canadian artillery smashed 
an enemy motor supply conv oy 
near Ortona on the Adriatic coast. 
Spitfires left a schooner flaming 
in Kotor bay on the Yugoslav coast 
and strafed a freight train and a 
troop-carrying truck conv oy near 
Dubroynik. 
Allied troops, who hold about a 
third of Cassino, made sev eral 
probing jabs Into the German-held 
part of the town, which resulted 
in fierce local fighting. 
The Germans hav e increased the

snipers 
along

beach-head perimeter. 
In the lower Garigliano riv er 
region of the main Fifth army 
front, British patrols had local 
skirmishes with the enemy and 
took four prisoners. 
Pighter-bombers attacked gun 
positions north of the beach-head 
and roads and railways near Rome, 
but weather continued to hamper 
aerial operations, the commanlque 
said. 
Allied planes flew about 506 
sorties, with three craft failing 
to return.

The Pacific commander warned 
against discounting the importance 
of Japanese submarines, saying al­ 
though the enemy’s undersea craft 
! are not seen frequently now, they 


j "will become mò re of a menace as 
our lines lengthen.”

This means that Zhukov has sev­ 
ered Hitler's life-line to Odessa 
and the famous Dnieper bend area. 
That Voad was the last important 
communication left to the Nazi die 
tator in this area. 
With the Lwow-Odessa railroad 
cut, German Marshal Von Mann 
stein Is in a tough spot. He may 
be forced to pull his south Ukrain 
ian armies back to the Bessarabian 
border.

mania. Ultimately he would have 
to retreat into that Balkan state, 
This is exactly the position for

The Rumanian gateway to the 
Balkans had to be protected at all 
hazards, even though it cost the 
lives of a host of German soldiers. 
A breach of that gateway would 
mean an explosion of the Balkan 
peninsula and southeastern Europe 
thus would be lost to Germany.

UST take a look at that long, 
finger-like Nazi salient which 
extends eastward into the Russian- 
held territory of the Dnieper bend. 
Within the bend there were at one 
time some half million German 
troops. 
Those Red hooks which have 
reached down from the north have 
annihilated many, but there still 
are strong Hitlerian forces hang­ 
ing on. Other Nasis are clinging 
to the Crimea and also are in dan­ 
ger of being cut off. 
So Marshal Von Mannstein prob­ 
ably is in the tightest place he 
has ever been In his life. There’s 
one thing which might ease his 
position, and that’s the early ar­ 
rival of spring, which already has 
been playing about the steppes. 
The warm 
weather will turn 
the terrain into a sea of mud and 
vastly impede military operations 
for several weeks. 
The Reds are driving hard to 
make the most of the remaining 
time. It will be a great race to 
watch.

“Our submarines ara increasing 
in number and not decreasing in 
efficiency, even though the num­ 
ber of targets is decreasing slow­ 
ly," he added. 
Warn* of Jap Sub* 
The Pacific commander warned 
against discounting the importance 
of Japanese submarines, saying al­ 
though the enemy’s undersea craft 
are not seen frequently now, they 
“will become more of a menace as 
our lines lengthen.” 
Nimitz, in Washington for con­ 
ferences, repeated naval assert- 
lona that the Pacific fleet would 
welcome a major engagement with 
the Japanese navy. 
“It would be to our advantage,' 
he said, “to have an early en 
counter with the Japanese fleet, 
because we are prepared to meet 
them.

Legislation authorizing a week’s 
paid vacation for all city employes 
who have served one year and two 
weeks with pay for two years’ or 
more service was ordered by city 
council a t its regular meeting Mon­ 
day night.* 
The vote was 
split, 5-1, with 
Councilman John Shingler opposing 
tho m easure in favor of only one 
week’s vacation. Councilman Paul 
Johnson was absent. 
A three-man comm ittee, headed 
by J. V. W asson of the street de­ 
partm ent. representing 
the city 
employes’ union, 
requested 
'the 
vacation set-up at a caucus session, 
w here councilmen 
discussed 
the 
fact th at they could not lim it the 
paid vacation privilege to union 
members only, but lf granted, it 
would have to go to all city em­ 
ployes. 
L ater In discussion on the floor, 
Councilman Shingler explained his 
stand thus; 
“I w ant it distinctly understood 
that I am in favor of any working 
man getting a paid vacation, and 
I was before, and still ain, in favor 
of city employes getting paid va 
cation*. 
“However," he said, “I nm op­ 
posed to this motion because it 
Is . . . equivalent to a wage in­ 
crease.” 
He explained that from the city’s 
financial standpoint, the city would 
be paying wages for services It 
did not receive. He also reiterated 
that he definitely would favor the 
granting of a week’s vacation to 
men with one year’s service. 
He also declared, in his capa­ 
city as finance com m ittee chair­ 
man, that the com m ittee had plan­ 
ned to set aside a p art of the 
"none too plentiful” street d ep art 
ment funds for truck replacement* 
and that this will be done “re­ 
gardless”.

28,000 PLANES 
IN LEASE-LEND 


$1,600,000,000 Distributed 


In Engines And Parts To 


Speed War On Axis 


WASHINGTON. March 7—Amer­ 
ica’s enormous contribution to the 
air forces of the anti-Axis allies 
since enactment of the lend-lease 
act three years ago includes nearly 
28,000 planes and $1,600,000,000 in 
engines and parts. 
This was revealed Monday night 
by Leo T. Crowley, foreign eco­ 
nomic administrator, who said that 
of planes sent from this country to 
our allies since passage of the act, 
March ll, 194I, more than 21,000 
were dispatched under lend-lease 
and almost 7,000 paid for in cash by 
the Allies, principally the British. 
The British Commonwealth has 
bought and paid, for more than 
9,200 planes produced in the United 
States since the beginning of the 
war in September, 1939. 
Helps On Every Front 
The Crowley statement discloses 
further that $2,500,000,000 worth of 
ordnance and ammunition has been 
shipped to the Allies under lend- 
lease, including great quantities of 
incendiary and demolition aerial 
bombs. 
On every front, under lend-lease, 
American production for warfare in 
the air is playing its part. Crowley 
get forth: 
THAT since March, 1941, “the 
United 
States 
has 
created 
the 
greatest army and naval air forces 
in the world.” 
THAT “we have produced a total 
of 150,000 planes, of which we have 
retained 122,000 for our own use.” 
Three-Fourths Combat Types 
Crowley observes that the dis­ 
closure that we have at the same 
time been able to send great num­ 
bers of planes and engines to the 
Allies, to supplement their own 
great production, “will not be of 
any aid or comfort to our enemies 
—the Nazis and the Japanese.” 
“Three-fourths of the planes sent 
from the United States to our al­ 
lies since the lend-lease act was 
passed have been combat types,” 
says the Crowley report. 
“The balance consists of trainer 
and transport planes. We have 
sent 9,800 four-engine bombers and 
10,700 single-engine and two-engine 
fighter planes to theaters of war 
in every part of the world. More 
than 4,000 have been naval planes. 
“Between March ll, 1941, and 
Jan. I, 1944, 7,800 planes went to 
the Soviet Union. 4,000 to Allied 
forces in the Pacific and Far East 
theaters, and more than 16,000 to 
all other combat and training areas 
abroad.”

W ashington Is split wide open 
over the argum ent.

a high level. 
So, whichever school of thought 
Is holding the floor, it’s im portant 
to consider bow each of us as in­ 
dividual taxpayers can make out 
as compared with 1919. 
A fter World war 1, we finally 
got the debt down to where it 
caused no worry. 
In 1919 we made J599 per capita 
a year. It's estim ated 
that the 
first year after the war we will be 
making 1925 per capita.

h e U. s. treasury cam e close 
to kicking itself In the chin 
In the Fourth W ar Loan drive. 
The result was that the treas­ 
ury iHjnd « ales division got a lot 
of hasty criticism at a time when 
the treasury 
was least able to 
stand it, for the heat wa.s Just 
being turned on about those com­ 
plicated Income 
tax 
returns. 
H ere’s what happened: 
Before 
the drive started, 
treasury offi­ 
cials. including T. R. Gamble, di­ 
rector of W ar 
Bond 
sales, 
ex­ 
pressed 
considerable 
optimism, 
predicting that the drive would 
go well over the top, with a big 
rise in sales to "little investors”, 
which is the principal sector of 
the anti-inflation front. 
Came the end of the drive and 
although the national quota Itself 
was reported "over the top," fig­ 
ures Issued by the treasury on 
sales to individuals were disap­ 
pointing. It looked 
for a while 
that somebody had bungled some­ 
where. 
The criticism s voiced may have 
been justified 
by

figures— 
but not by the facts. The Bond 
sales 
division 
hasn’t 
yet 
got 
around to overhauling Us report­ 


ing division and therein lies the 
secret actually all the reports on 
the Fourth W ar Loan sales aren’t 
in yet—more than two weeks af­ 
ter the drive’s closing date. 
W hat 
actually 
happened 
was 
that the Fourth W ar l^oan cam­ 
paign, with a goal of $14,000,000.- 
000. actually raised about 16 an<i 
a half billion; less than two bil­ 
lion under the total for the Third 
War Loan, 
when 
the treasury's 
sights were higher. 
This in spite of the fact that 
the 
treasury had 
for the 
first 
time elim inated all sales to so- 
called “joy riders", to whom was 
sold around two or three billion 
dollars’ worth last September. 
These “joy riders” were specu­ 
lators who took the bonds and 
eventually dumped them into the 
lap 
of 
comm ercial 
banks—a 
process that had no effect w hat­ 
ever in the fight against inflation. 
Because of the treasury’s sys­ 
tem of reporting on Federal Re­ 
serve 
bank 
clearances 
of 
the 
bonds rather than actual day-to- 
day sales, reports were aljout two 
weeks late and this was especial­ 
ly true of the series “E” bonds 
designed prim arily for the « mall 
Investors and considered the spear­ 
head in the bond selling battle 


against inflation. 
“Now that final figures are be- 
ginniug to roll in, the progress 
in this field is becoming an entire­ 
ly different story. In the first war

drive 
in 
September, 
1942. 
only around $725.i)OU.O(Hl of ”E” 
bonds were « old. In the second, 
this was approximately doubled; 
in the third, it rose to around two 
and a half billion; i)ul there seems 
to be no doubt at this 
writing 
that we are over the $3.000.000.00l> 
quota set for the small and mod­ 
erate investors 
in this type in 
the fourth war loan. 
T hat’s more than 400 percent 
increase since the First W ar iMa n 
a year and a half ago and a re­ 
port the treasury's bond tiivision 
hasn't any reason to be ashamed 
of. 
In spite of that 
the fact re­ 
mains that they got a lot of com­ 
plaints of bungling as the drive 
came to a close. They are work­ 
ing now on a revision of the re­ 
porting system. 
If it can’t be changed thers'll

explanations

time that the daily figures are far 
from final.

Everything possible has been done 
to save his sight, w ithout success. 
“The fear of blindness is a very 
real and ugly thing. Fear only can 
be overcome by understanding the 
thing that causes it. 
"The fear of blindness is the fear 
of utter darkiH'ss, a physical dark­ 
ness tliat leads to a darkness of the 
mind. It is also the fear of restrict­ 
ed activity, of helplessness. 
"It is the fear of a future with 
loss of earning capacity. It is also 
a fear of loneliness, of sentim ental 


pity, 
of 
being 
placed 
in 
one’s 
friends in a world apart. 
"We recognize and understand 
these fears and overcome them. 
T hat is done by training your son 
to Iqarn to be blind. He is eager 
to learn and to break his chains. 
"At first he needs help, and this 
comes from many sources—from 
our government, from you and from 
his friends. 
"The governm ent sees to It that 
he will get the best training avail­ 
able to teach him to read, to type, 
to walk around unaided, to play 
games and, particularly, to become ; 
experienced in one or more of the i 
many ways a blind person 
can 
earn a living, depending upon his 
capacity; in short to return him 
to a useful and happy life. 
“This training la done by experi­ 
enced teachers, many of whom are 
blind them selves. It can be done | 
best in a sort of school or college | 
where others In the same situation 
are learning to be blind.

Your son will have patience 
and courage to do the hard work 
of learning the many necessary 
things. 
The 
understanding 
will 
come from all of us. 
"The most im portant thing yoii

"He wants to do things for him­ 
self, and the sooner he does these 
the more nearly noriial you will 
all be. 
"Training takes a long time and 
varies with the speed of leanilng. 
There will be many periods of 
depression and at times a feeling 
of hopelessness and futility. There 
will be times, too. when he will 
feel that no progress is being made. 
“This Is the experience not only 
of those who are learning to be 
blind but in common to all learning 
processes. It is only a sensation 
and not a fact.

“You m ay rest assured that your 
governm ent will do everything In 
its mighty power to restore a fine 
citizen to a proper pursuit of hap­ 
piness. 
"I am w riting this letter to you 
so that you may better understand 
your son's problem and assist him 
in its solution.

v e r y man bring» additions to my store of 
of W agnerania (Honu» W agner). The P itts­ 
burgh baseball immortal recently turnerl 70. He 
is in fine health and ready for his 1944 duties 
as one of the coaches of the Pirates. 
Fred Clarke naturally would know more about 
the mighty Honus than anyone else. Clarke, a 
great ball player in his own right, managed the 
Pirate« over the long stretch of yr^rs when W’ag- 
ner was in his heyday. Ambrose Bowyer of Los 
Angeles, a one-time semi-pro player, pot Clarke 
to talking about “the Fljdng Dutchman” one day. 
"W agner w as the greatest ball player of all 
time,” Clarke said, (according to Mr. Bowyer’» 
report to me.) “WTiat a player he would be today 
with this lively ball and the restrictions on 
pitchers. He could hit any kind of pitching and 
never pegged the ball to the wrong spot. 
“He wa« never tem perm ental and was always 
in eondltiou. People thought he was dumb. He 
let them think be was dumb—especially pitchers 
—sucking them into traps as stale as the old- 
tim e hidden ball trick. For instance, he would 
swing at the first ball pitched, miss it a xoile 
end fall down, knowing the next pitch would be 
Just like the first. Then he would hit It out of the 
park.

about him. WTiy? Because vanity caused the pitch­ 
er to think he had found the spot where Honus 
was not hitting ’em that day. Cocky pitchers

the sam e spot. Honus had 
taken a good look at the first one.

‘‘TTB HAD one fault that got on my nervee

lf it reaches 300 billion, we will 
owe approximately 11,111 apiece 
or $4,444 for that ideal American 
family of four.

thought. One says Che debt must 
be paid off. The other says. “We 
owe it to ourselves, so we will just 
let it ride.” 
Washington Is spilt wide open 
over the argument. 
Both sides

and the national income stays at 
a high level. 
So, whichever achoo! of thought 
Is holding the floor, It’s important 
to consider bow each of us as In­ 
dividual taxpayers can mako out 
aa compared with 1919. 
After World war I, we finally 
got the debt down to where it 
caused no worry. 
In 1919 we made $599 per capita 
a year. It's estimated 
that the

OME officials In Washington get 
a light In their eyes when 
they talk about national savings.

The Germans 
put on a war for which they 
thought a defeated France would 
pay and did not increase taxes 
until very late. 
At the end they had a huge debt 
and huge reparations. One day the 
government Just said money was 
no good any more. 
We come close to paying half the 
war bill as we go along, and that’s 
considered safe enough. 
At this point you find middle- 
aged people, at the peak of their 
spending needa with children In 
school, who protest there’s no need 
to buy the “brave new world” in 
a couple of years. They want the 
cost of the war spread out over a 
a long period.

N 1919, the government was tak­ 
ing less than 23 percent of what 
It was spending. In 1945 It will 
take In almost 44 percent. 
Here's another sign post. Treas­ 
ury experts say that government 
debt never becomes dangerous un­ 
til the interest equals 20 percent 
of the national Income. 
We expect a top debt of 300 
billions. We’re paying under 2 per­ 
cent interest. 
That makes 86 billions, which 
isn’t 20 percent of even the lowest 
income we’ve made in 14 years, 
that 39 billions in 1932. 
Theres one thing to remember. 
Soldiers abroad and war workers at 
home now know how much this 
country can turn out when the 
brakes are off. 
If the high rate of production Is 
kept, high income will stay. and 
there will be plenty margin to 
pay taxes even high enough to re­ 
duce the debt.

ECRETARY OF NAVY KNOX, 
testifying 
before the senate 
military affairs committee in favor 
of a national service act, has made 
a strong case. The reason for such 
a law, he argues, is not to get 
more people to work but to keep 
time* already working from shift­ 
ing employers. 
Labor turnover, he says, is the 
greatest wartime manpower prob­ 
lem, and it threatens to grow 
worse when workers begin to look 
forward to the end of the war—a 
situation expected to develop Im­ 
mediately after German's defeat. 
Labor turnover, of course, la the 
result of ability to find jobs easily. 
I- wun supposed to have been mini­ 
mised by Job-freezing, executive 
orders and various other measures, 
but these, Secretary Knox testified, 
have not worked well. 
The secretary’s particular Inter­ 
est In the problem apparently Is 
due to the particularly high turn­ 
over In labor in shipyards. 
In 
navy yards, according to his state­ 
ment, It was necessary to hire 214,- 
000 workers to obtain a net In­ 
crease of 32.000 during 1943. 
Mr. Knox did not specify what 
he believes are the reasons for 
labor turnover, other than to de­ 
clare that the drafting of men tor 
military service was a relatively 
unimportant cause. The obvious 
reason, of course, is job swapping 
—the eternal quest for more con­ 
genial and more lucrative employ­ 
ment. 
This has boon dealt with directly 
by employers by giving workers 
extra Inducement to stay put. but 
apparently without marked success 
In shipyards and 
a number of 
other industries mentioned by Mr. 
Knox. 
The fact remains that the cure 
he proposes for a specific condi­ 


tion la not likely to find accept­ 
ance, for reasons which are plainly 
evident. 
Despite labor turnover, 
production records on the whole 
have been satisfactory; a national 
service law would 
suspend the 
rights of free labor for the sake of 
imposing discipline on a minority. 
Mr, Knox’s argument that a 
service law should be passed now 
to keep men and women on their 
jobs after Germany’s defeat simi­ 
larly falls to be convincing because 
It starts with a postulution that is 
at least debatable. 
Nor does Mr. Knox fortify his 
claim that reduction of labor turn­ 
over la the real motive for a 
service act by going into 
Che 
reasons why the already existing 
restrictions on job-awapplng have 
failed. Until the public la certain 
there la no possibility of Improve­ 
ment in that direction, It will not 
be likely to adopt an alternative 
more drastic than anything ever 
proposed in this country befoie. 
Furthermore, Mr. Knox does not 
explain how a national service act 
would work, especially with refer­ 
ence to such moot questions as pro­ 
tection of individual rights; he 
does not specify how far govern­ 
ment is thinking about going In 
transferring involuntary labor from 
one part of the country to another. 
Like everybody else who talks 
in behalf of compulsory service 
for civilians, he asks them to ac­ 
cept the whole thing on faith. It 
is possible the United Slates may 
need a national service act. but 
the argumenta in its behalf to date 
—and Secretary Knox has made 
the strongest one—are not compel­ 
ling. 
Neither the people not* congress 
can understand yet why the job 
can't be done with the means at 
hand, if the means are used with 
a little more skill and force.

‘E’ Bond Sales Will Have Set A New Record when Final Figures Are All In 
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By J A C K S T IN N E T T 
HE U. S. treasury came close 
kicking itself in the chin 
In the Fourth War Loan drive. 
The result was that the treas­ 
ury bond Bales division got a lot 
of hasty criticism at a time when 
the treasury was least able to 
stand It, for the heat, was just 
being turned on about those com­ 
plicated income tax returns. 
Here’s what, happened: Before 
the drive started, treasury offi­ 
cials. including T. R. Gamble, di­ 
rector of War Bond sales, ex­ 
pressed 
considerable 
optimism, 
predicting that the drive would 
go well over the top, with a big 
rise In sales to “little Investors", 
which is the principal sector of 
the antl-lnflation front. 
Came the end of the drive and 
although the national quota itself 
was reported “over the top,” fig­ 
ures issued by the treasury on 
sales to Individuals were disap­ 
pointing. It looked for a while 
that somebody had bungled some­ 
where. 
The criticisms voiced may have 
been justified 
by the 
figures— 
but not by the facts. The Bond 
sales 
division 
hasn't 
yet 
got 
around to overhauling its report- 


| Ing division and therein lies the 
secret actually all the reports on 
the Fourth War Loan sales aren’t 
in yet—more than two weeks af­ 
ter the drive’s closing date. 
What 
actually 
happened 
was 
that the Fourth War Loan cam­ 
paign, with a goal of $14,000,009,- 
000, actually raised about 16 and 
a half billion; less than two bil­ 
lion under tbp total for the Third 
War Loan, when the treasury’s 
sights were higher. 
This in spite of tho fact that 
the treasury had for the first 
time eliminated all sales to so­ 
called "Joy riders", to whom was 
sold around two or three billion 
dollars’ worth last September. 
These “joy riders" were specu­ 
lators who took the bonds and 
eventually dumped them into the 
lap 
of 
commercial 
banks—a 
process that had no effect what­ 
ever in the fight against inflation. 
Because of the treasury’s sys­ 
tem of reporting on Federal Re­ 
serve 
bauk 
clearances 
of 
the 
bonds rather than actual day-to- 
day sales, reports were about two 
weeks late and this was especial­ 
ly true of the series “E” bonds 
designed primarily for the small 
investors and considered the spear­ 
head in the bond selling battle 


against inflation. 
“Now that final figures are be­ 
ginning to roll in. the progress 
in this field is becoming an entire­ 
ly different story. In the first war 
loan drive in 
September, 
1942. 
only around $725.000,0(K) of “E" 
bonds were Bold. In (he second, 
this was approximately doubled; 
in the third, it rose to around two 
and a half billion; but there seems 
to be no doubt at this writing 
that we are over the $3,000,000,000 
quota set for the small and mod­ 
erate investors in this type in 
the fourth war loan. 
That’s more than 400 percent 
Increase since the First War Loan 
a year and a half ago and a re­ 
port the treasury's bond division 
hasn’t any reason to be ashamed 
of. 
In spite of that the fact re­ 
mains that they got a lo? o f co m ­ 
plaints of bungling as the drive 
came to a close. They are work­ 
ing now on a revision o f the re­ 
porting system. 
If it can't he changed there'll 
be plenty of explanations 
next 
time that the daily figures are far 
from final. You can bet your bot­ 
tom dollar on that, if you still 
have one after March 15 income 
taxes and War Bonds. 


Wagner Again 


Mention Of The Great Dutchman Has 


Brought A Flood Of Reminiscences 


About His Flashy Ball Playing

VERY mall brings additions to my store of 
of Wagnerania (Honus Wagner). The Pitts­ 
burgh baseball immortal recently turned 70. He 
is in fine health and ready for his 1944 duties 
as one of the coaches of the Pirates. 
Fred Clarke naturally would know more about 
the mighty Honus than anyone else. Clarke, a 
great ball player in his own right, managed the 
Pirate* over the long stretch of years when Wag­ 
ner was in his heyday. Ambrose Bowyer of Los 
Angeles, a one-time semi-pro player, got Clarke 
to talking about “the Flying Dutchman” one day. 
“Wagner was the greatest ball player of all 
time,” Clarke said, (according: to Mr, Bowyer’s 
report to me.) “What a player he would be today 
with this lively ball and the restrictions on 
pitchers. He could hit any kind of pitching and 
never pegged the ball to the wrong spot. 
“He was never tempermental and was always 
in condition. People thought he was dumb. He 
let them think he was dumb—especially pitchers 
—sucking them into traps as stale as the old- 
time hidden ball trick. For instance, he would 
swing at the first ball pitched, miss It x mile 
end fall down, knowing the next pitch would be 
just like the first. Then he would hit it out of the 
park. 
“Yes, and 
against pitchers who knew all 
about him. Why? Because vanity caused the pitch­ 
er to think he had found the spot where Honus 
was not hitting 'em that day. Cocky pitchers 
with the crowd jeering Honus Just lost their 
mental balance. Couldn’t resist giving Honus 
another pitch in the same spot. Honue bad 
taken a good look at the first one. 


Help For The Road Back

RIG. GEN. PAUL R. HAWLEY, 
chief surgeon of the European

wrote this letter to a father and 
mother In 
Pennsylvania

them the tragic news Uiat their 
son had been blinded in the war: 
“Your son has had his eyes ser­ 
iously damaged in the war. On re­ 
covering from 
his 
wounds 
and 
convalescing in the hospital he 
has been confronted with the fear 
of blindness, which he has faced 
with the same manly courage he 
had when wounded. 
“He has had the most skillful 
medical and surgical care by Amer­ 
ican ophthalmic medical officers. 
Everything possible has been done 
to save bis sight, without success. 
"The fear of blindness is a very 
real and ugly thing. Fear only can 
be overcome by understanding the 
thing that causes it. 
“The fear of blindness is the fear 
of utter darkness, a physical dark­ 
ness that leads to a darkness of the 
miud. It is also the fear of restrict­ 
ed activity, of helplessness. 
“It is the fear of a future with 
loss of earning capacity. It is also 
a fear of loneliness, of sentimental 


pity, of being 
placed In one's 
friends in a world apart. 
“We recognize and understand 
these fears and overcome them. 
That is done by training your son 
to Iqarn to be blind. He is eager 
to learn and to break his chains. 
"At first he needs help, and this 
comes from many sources—from 
our government, from you and (rom 
his friends. 
“The government sees to It that 
he will get the best training avail­ 
able to teach him to read, to type. 
to walk around unaided, to play 
games and. particularly, to become 
experienced in one or more of the 
many ways a blind person can 
earn a living, depending upon his 
capacity; in short to return him 
to a useful and happy life. 
“This training is done by experi­ 
enced teachers, many of whom are 
blind themselves. It can be done 
best In a sort of school or college 
where others in the same situation 
are learning to be blind.

OF AFFAIRS CONTINUED

Okla. — Oklahoma 
Indians went on record here as 
opposing a bill now before Con­ 
g ress calling for abolition of the 
bureau of Indian affairs. 
The bill Is sponsored by E. H. 
Moore, R., Tulsa. Okla., an oil man 
and form er Democrat. 
' 
Approx imately 100 tribal leaders 
m et here with Moore and Senator 
Elm er Thomas, D.. Okla., to discuss 
the bill. Moore declared that the 
“responsibility of our citizens is to 
rely on their own efforts. It is the 
duty of the people,” he continued, 
“to keep the g overnm ent, and not 
the duty of the g overnm ent to keep 
the people.” 
Supt. A. M. Landm an of the Five 
Civilized Tribes said he believed 
the proposed abolition of the bu­ 
reau would work a hardship on re­ 
stricted 
Indians. 
His 
view 
was 
shared by nearly all of the Indians 
present, who passed a resolution 
urg ing th at the bureau be left in 
operation.

HIT ASSOCIATES 


Assert That Supreme Court 


Competes With Congress 


Br Th* 
Pr*M. 
WASHINGTON, March 7—Four 
justices 
of the 
Suprem e 
Court 
declared 
Monday their fire col 
leagues are “competing with con­ 
gress” by establishing new bank­ 
ing regulations. 
The criticism wa* aimed a t a 
m ajority ruling th at a receiver of a 
national bank may collect an as­ 
sessm ent from stockholders of e 
holding company for th e benefit of 
the bank's creditors. 
The case involved a $4,000,000 
assessm ent against stockholders of 
the Banco Kentucky Co., which 
held m ost of the stock of the N a­ 
tional Bank of Kentucky. Louis­ 
ville. 
The bank and Banco failed 
In 1930. a year after Banco was 
formed. 
Douglas Reads Opinion 
The m ajority opinion, read by 
Mr. Justice Douglas for hlmseJf, 
Chief Justice Stone and Justices 
Black, Murphy and Rutledge, held 
that to allow this holding company 
device to succeed would be to put 
the policy of double liability a t the 
mercy of corporation finance." 
Congress, the opinion declared, 
long had proclaimed a policy of 
double liability and “no state may 
endow Ha corporate creatures witih 
the 
power to place 
them selves 
above congress and defeat the fed­ 
eral policy which congree* has an­ 
imine ed. 
Mr. Justice Jackson, with Ju s­ 
tices Roberts. Reed and Frankfur­ 
ter, contended in their dissent that 
they had been unable to find that 
congress “ever announced a legis­ 
lative policy such as the court an­ 
nounce*.” 
Divorce Action Ignored 
“Congress nowhere had said that 
the stockholders of a corporation 
that is not a hanking association 
shall he liable to assessm ent be­ 
cause the latter corporation held 
some or all of the stock of a na­ 
tional bank," the dissent declared. 
“The court,” it continued. “Is not 
enforcing a policy of congree*; it 
is competing with congree* In cre­ 
ating new regulation*.” 
A plea for Judicial help under the 
Supreme Court’s ruling th at Ne- 
's six-week divorce* are valid 
was ignored by the high tribunal. 
W illiam F. Eaenwetn of Cleve- 
proteeted th a t the Pennsyl- 
court* had held his Nevada 
divorce "legally Insufficient’’—de-

Spain, within the Allied Atlantic 
sea and air blockade is not. Just a 
gesture, It has drawn even tighter 
the net which separates Nazi Ger­ 
many from much-needed war m ate­ 
rials. 
The blockade was slapped against 
Germany as soon ag war was de­ 
clared in 1939. The British depart­ 
m ent of economic w arfare says 
normal sea-borne imports were cut 
in the following proportions: 
Rubber, nearly IOO percent; fats, 
90 percent; oil, 80 percent; tung­ 
sten, 75 percent; natural phosphate 
fertilizers, 95 percent; copper, 75 
percent; cotton, 98 percent; wool, 
95 percent. 
Germany took over a few coun­ 
tries and obtained some vital sup­ 
plies and more were added in trade 
with such neutrals as Sweden, Tur­ 
key and Spain — but not nearly 
enough.

Three destroyers were sunk, and 
so was the cargo ship, by alert 
Allied forces. 
It m eans that for every mile 
the German lines are shortened 
the Germans are that much far­ 
ther away from needed materials. 
It is believed that one reason 
Russia of late has been putting 
pressure on Finland to get out of 
the conflict la because the Reds 
want to watch the Gulf of Bothnia 
and stop further sea shipments of 
Swedish iron ore to Germany. 
Ag the Nazi lines are pulled in, 
the Axis maist depend more and 
more upon lone wolf operations 
of blockade runners. For th at rea­ 
son the B ritish guard closely those 
European ports fronting the At­ 
lantic where solo shipping may 
enter or depart. 
{Lone ships attem pt to dart into

Japanese-occupied 
territories. Adverse w eather is their 
Ally; fog, blizzards and rainstorm s 
are welcomed. Often they hide un­ 
der Allied flags.

war food adm inistration has an­ 
nounced sharp Increases In its sub­ 
sidy rates for dairy production in 
March and April and promised at 
the same time to re-examine re­ 
turns to the producer from milk 
used in such products as cheese, 
evaporated milk, butter and skim 
milk powder. 
The subsidy program Is designed 
to com pensate dairymen for in­ 
creases in production costs since 
the office of price adm inistration 
established ceilings on milk last 
year. The subsidy thus has the ef­ 
fect of preventing an increase in 
prices to the consumer. 
The new rates on milk vary from 
a minimum of 50 cents to a maxi­ 
mum of 
80 cents per 
hundred 
pounds. Farm ers selling butterfat 
rather than whole milk will get a 
flat subsidy of eight cents a pound. 
Rates In effect during January and 
February ranged from 30 to 50 
cents for milk and from five to six 
cents for butterfat. 
The March-April rates for milk 
Includes: Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. 60 cents. Ohio, Indiana. 
Kentucky and Michigan, 50 cents.
